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DEFINITIONS 

SPECIME N: An archival printing sample of a finished item, such as a stock certificate, banknote or stamp that is printed usually with 
”000000" serial numbers and may have "Specimen" overprinted on it and be punch canceled to invalidate it and prevent its use surrepti¬ 
tiously. Specimens were kept for a number of reasons, though usually as samples to give out to prospective customers to give them an idea of 
the type and quality of the work that the printing company was capable of doing. Usually specimens were printed in limited amounts at the 
beginning of a printing run to evaluate the quality of the printing work and color combinations at an early stage, rather than have an entire 
production run rejected due to some minor flaw that was not found until after the printing was completed. A specimen is similar to the final 
product, printed on the same paper and in the same color. 

COLOR TRIAL SPECIMENS: Sometimes specimens would be printed in numerous color combinations not used on the final note for 
evaluation before a final printing.These are usually extremely rare. 

PROOF: An initial pull or impression from a plate or die for evaluation of text, vignette, engraving, and esthetic appeal and to check for any 
errors or faults.These were usually printed on india paper mounted on card or printed on some form of paper or light card.The amount of 
proofs printed is usually extremely small and usually number only a handful. Proofs allowed the printing company to evaluate the quality of 
the item being printed without having to go to the expense of making final plates and finding out small errors that could have been repaired 
at an earlier stage. Usually, proofs are single impressions of banknotes, stamps, vignettes, etc. Anything that was made into a plate, such as a 
sheet of 100 stamps could have had proof impressions taken from it.These would be called plate proofs (for multiple images) versus die 
proofs (usually of a single or small amount of images). 

COLOR TRIAL PROOF: A proof printed in a color other than the issued color 

ESSAY SPECIMEN or PROOF: A proposed design that was not used but may be similar or even totally different to a final approved 
design. An artist, engraver or company may have proposed a number of different designs and color combinations to a client for his approval. 

If a design is rejected and never used, it could be called an essay 

PRODUCTION MATERIAL: Material found in files used in the production of security printed documents, banknotes, stamps and such. 

It may include correspondence, photographs, artwork, and signature samples, samples of other printed items that are marked up with correc¬ 
tions as well as proofs, specimens, essays, models, mockups and issued final items. 

MODEL; A proposed or final design that may include original artwork, pieces of design elements such as borders, titles, vignettes, corpo¬ 
rate seals, undertints and possibly portions of photographs. Before an engraved item was made, a design had to be decided on.This portion 
of the design process allowed for the artistic skills of the engraver or design department to be exhibited. Before the” digital age", banknote 
engravers and designers would cut up portions of other engraved items and re-apply them in a different form or design to come up with a 
unique new stamp, banknote or certificate. Often, all new engravings or "vignettes" of people or scenes would be engraved first to include in 
the new "work of art", and other times, portions of different completed items would be "borrowed" to use on a newly designed item. All 
models are rare and almost all of them are unique.

2 Page deed with 
attached outer page, 9 by 15 inches with indented top. The deed is 
for a certain "MessuagoTenement or dwelling House" and addition¬ 
al property bounded by a 48 foot frontage on Wall Street deeded 
from Isaac Coxto William Edgar. Isaac Cox was born in Bermuda and 
his family was one of the founding families of Bermuda. He was jus¬ 
tice of the Peace of Nassau, Bahamas; moved to Philadelphia in 
1761 and became paymaster for the troops, a member of the 
Common council of Philadelphia in 1774, signed the memorial to the 
Continental Congress on November 18th, 1776 and was owner of 3 
American privateers. William Edgar, a merchant at 7 Wall street in 
1789 engaged in the Fur trade with China and East india. He served 
on the Board of directors to the Bank of New York; was treasurer for 
the first insurance company in the U.S. "Mutual"; and, served on the 
council of the St. Patrick's society of New York. The deed is signed 
by Isaac Cox, John Ramsey (Cox's brother in law) and Daniel 
McCormick (who also served on the first board of the Bank of New 
York). The property mentioned in this deed very possibly sits where 
the first bank of New York building was built.

Per annum, from the first day of January A.D. one thousand eight hundred and one, inclu¬ 
sively; payable quarter-yearly, and subject to redemption by payments not exceeding, in one year, on account both of principal and interest, the proportion of 
eight Dollars upon a hundred of the Stock bearing interest at six percent: created by virtue of an Act, making provision forthe Debt of the United States, passed 
on the fourth day of August, [1790]..." As the first loan issued under Alexander Hamilton's plan for the federal assumption of debt to reorganize the state and 
foreign debts under the new Federal government, this remains one of the most historically significant issues of any stock or bond in American history. 
Following the American Revolution, a complex web of state and national debt remained to be sorted out and repaid. After complex negotiations and compro¬ 
mises with the states, the entirety of the large state and national debt was consolidated into a series of loans. This example originates from the first series of 
Loan Office certificates which were issued under Hamilton's plan of assumption. The plan authorized a total of $12,000,000 to fund the payment of principal 
and interest on the outstanding foreign debt, $21,500,000 for the payment of interest and principal on the outstanding debts of the states for expenses relat¬ 
ed to the war and a loan "to the full amount" of the remaining domestic debt. 

Of exceptional historical importance to the history of American capital markets, this is truly one of the finest rarities to surface on the scripophily market for 
many years. These certificates were the first securities traded on the New York Stock Exchange founded in 1792 after the signing of the Buttonwood 
Agreement just four months after this certificate was issued to Washington. Including this lot, we've been able to locate just three examples of this security 
issued to Washington, the other two being Certificate #336 as listed in "The Price of Liberty" by William G. Anderson, now in the Museum of American Finance, 
and Certificate #353 in the archives of the George Washington University Library. 

A clerical hand has accomplished the statement of endorsement "I request the within debt may be carried to my credit on the books of the Treasury of the 
United States, Oct. 1st, 1794." At its completion, the sitting president boldly signs "G. Washington." It is most interesting that Washington chose to leave his 
funds in the Treasury as his government was in a crisis dealing with the Whisky Rebellion. 

Stocks and bonds of any type issued to and signed by Washington are of extreme rarity. That this important issue of American debt is Washington's personal 
certificate offers a truly superb opportunity forthe collector of important historic financial or presidential rarities. The first we are aware of to be offered pub¬ 
licly.

Abraham & Straus (or A&S) was a major New York City department store, based in Brooklyn New York. Abraham Abraham and Joseph Wechsler founded 
Wechsler & Abraham in 1865 in Brooklyn, New York. The Straus family acquired a general partnership with Macy's Department stores in 1888 and in on April 
1,1893 Nathan Straus, Isidor Straus and Simon F. Rothschild as partners, bought out Wechsler's interest and they change the name to Abraham & Straus. At 
the time, the company had 2,000 employees. 

Isidor Straus (February 6,1845 - April 1 5 /1912) was a German-born American businessman and co-owner of Macy's department store with his brother Nathan. 
Fie also served briefly as a member of the United States Flouse of Representatives. Fie died with his wife, Ida, in the sinking of the passenger ship RMS Titanic 
on April 15th, 1912. 

Nathan Straus (January 31,1848 - January 11,1931) was an American merchant and philanthropist who co-owned two of New York City's biggest department 
stores, R.FI. Macy & Company and Abraham & Straus. Nathan decided to stay in Palestine when his brother Isidor and sister-in-law Ida Straus went back to 
New York on the Titanic and lost their lives. Fie felt he had been spared by divine intervention and decided to give away most of his fortune to various projects 
in Ottoman Palestine. Fie was also a major force in establishing milk pasteurization as a standard method of reducing infant mortality in the U.S. and then 
applied the same methods to Israel (Palestine). 

Abraham Abraham (March 9,1843 - June 28, 1911) was an American businessman and the founder of the Brooklyn, New York department store Abraham & 
Straus, founded in 1865. The chain, which became part of Federated Department Stores, is now part of Macy's.

Archives International Auctions shall have all of the rights af¬ 
forded a purchase money secured party under the New York or 
New Jersey Uniform Commercial Code with respect to such prop¬ 
erty and may apply against such obligations all monies held or 
received by it for the account of, or due from Archives Interna¬ 
tional Auctions to such purchaser.
